From the Secretary, M. A. Cooper, 
Washington, Pa., we have received the 
annual report of the Dorset Horn Sheep 
Breeders’ Association of America. The 
pamphlet is of especial interest, as contain- 
ing afull history of the breed and of its 
introduction into this country. In another 
column we copy & history of the breed in 
England, given by an English authority. 
The history of their introduction into this 
country will be given at another time. The 
society has a membership of 74. 





Professor Roberts says that animals 
which are not producing anything, as milk 
or young, and are not gaining in weight, 
return in their voiding all of the manurial 
value of the food they consume; mature, 
fattening animals, about 95 per cent. ; 
youngish, growing animals, 90 per cent. ; 
cows in milk, 80 per cent.; while young, 
nursing calves take a very large amount of 
the manurial constituents of the milk which 
sustains them. While these figures are not 
absolutely correct, he claims that they will 
serve to help in determining the real value 
of various manures. 


The total receipts of butter in Boston from 
May Ist, 1891, to April 30th, 1892, were for 
the twelve months 953,718 tubs and 319,142 
boxes, as against total receipts for the 
previous year of 900,241 tubs and 183,858 
boxes. This statement shows an increase 
this year, as compared with last, of 53,477 
tubs and 136,284 boxes. Allowing 30 
pounds to a tub, and six pounds toa box, 
the increase would bein round numbers, 
2,400,000 pounds. The exports for the 12 
months were 370,000 pounds less than for 
the same time last year. Adding this to 
the increased receipts, we have a total in- 
creased supply for home consumption of 
2,770,000 pounds. 


Mr. Thomas Daggett, ex-member of the 
Board of Agriculture, is setting a worthy 
example of enterprise in his business. He 
will plant twelve acres of corn this year 
tor his silos. He plants a variety of Maine 
corn, the seed being furnished by the editor 
of the Farmer, and named Androscoggin 
Valley corn. It is an eight rowed variety, 
strong growing, and ears heavily with long, 
well filled ears. Mr. Daggett is pushing 








his dairy business as well as horses, and in 


time ought to be able to show which is the 
more desirable. He is milking twenty 
cows, and is raising a Jarge number of 
heifers with which to still further extend 
this branch of his work. This is the right 
course. ‘More business” should be the 
motto of the farm. 


A Maryland correspondent of an ex- 
change sets up the ‘‘balanced ration” theory 
in this wise: 

“Here is anexample: You can feed hogs 
upon corn and water—nothing else—and 
they will grow and get very fat (I have 
done it often, before I got scientific enough 
to know better); you kill those hogs and 
convert them into bacon, then hire a lot of 
colored hands to werk on the farm and feed 
them =e that fat bacon, and corn bread 
‘riz’ with hog’s lard! Those bands will 
work day after day, month after month, 
and year after year; in the heat and the 
cold, the wet and dry, retain their health 
and strength, and live toa good old age. 
Every one who lives below Mason’s and 
Dixon’s line knows this to be true. Where 
does the ‘balancing’ come in in this case? 
Bat you say, ‘the men eat something else 
beside corn bread and bacon.’ Not much 
else; a few potatoes, in the spring some 
greens, in the fall gome cabbage; but, to 
make matters worse, they eat enormous 
quantities of molasses—in the summer as 
Wellas winter. If you analyze the corn 
the hogs eat, you cannot possibly find 
enough fat to account for the fat in théir 
bodies. This has been proved by Sir John 
B. Lawes, in England.”

— scab is caused by the attack of a 
parasitic fungus which grows on the leaves 
and young twigs as well as on the fruit. 
The attack is most severe in cool, moist, 
seasons, and if itoccur early in the season, 
before the years’ growth is completed, the 
trees may be seriously injured. 

Spraying with carbonate of copper dis- 
solved in ammonia and diluted, has proved 
an effective means of holding the fungus in 
check. The a increase of eable 
fruit on the sprayed trees, over that on un- 
sprayed trees was 50 per cent. while in 
some cases the increase amounted to 65 
per cent. 

A solution of three ounces of carbonate 
of copper in one quart of ammonia, diluted 
with y-five gallons of water, was found 
very satisfactory. The cost of spraying 
with this solution is about three cents per 
tree for each application.

Experiment Station Report. 


From W. H. Jordan, Director, we have 
at hand part II of the report of the work 
at the Experiment Station at Orono for the 
year 1891. This section of the report gives 
a record of the work with sheep on the 
digestibility of different fodder materials, a 
comparison of the production of nutritive 
material as grown in corn of different kinds 
and in root = an experiment in the use 
of turnips as food for sheep, an experi- 
ment in producing growth on lambs and 
with colts, and a test of the influence of 
food on the quality of butter. Like all of 
Professor Jordan's work these experiments 
have been conducted under a close study 
of all influencing conditions, while the 
records are given in and with the 
closest accuracy.

History of Dorset Horn Sheep. 


[By Thomas Chick, Stratton, Dorchester, Eng- 
laud.) ’ 





The county of Dorset, on the south coast 
of England, ig the native home of the breed 
of sheep called the ‘Dorset Horns.” 

From the high and bleak hilis of Pur- 
beck, on the eastern part of the Dorset 
coast, where these sheep have roamed with- 
out much restraint—to the fair and fertile 
vales of West Dorset, where their bas 
besn restricted—they have been bred from 
time immemorial. 

The original type were small sheep with 
dark noses, horns often curling upwards and 
backwards, light in their fore quarters, but 
very wide across their loins, and noted for 
their fecundity, and for being good nurses 
for their offspring. 

During the early part of the present cen- 
tury, before the improvement of the breed, 
Dorset Horns were displaced in some parts 
of the county by Southdowns, owing to ihe 
value of the wool from the Southdown 
sheep amy ng that time much higher than 
that from the Dorset Horns. For the same 
reason, also, the Merino breed of sheep 
were introduced but in small numbers. 

As soon as the wool of these three breeds 
became more equal in value, the Merinos 
were all given up, but the Southdowns held 
their own until about the year 1850, when the 
Dorset Horns in their present type, owing 
to their greater hardiness, early maturity, 
fecundity, and as paying sheep generally, 
began to drive out the Southdowns, and to 
take their old place as the county sheep, a 
position they have steadily, gradually, and 
ayy maintained ever since. 

In the first few years of the present cen- 
tury, when the higher price of Southdown 
wool induced many flock masters to keep 
that breed instead of the native ‘‘Dorset” 
sheep, the breeders in West Dorset having 
faith in their ‘‘Dorset” sheep, as the breed 
most suited for their locality, instead of giv- 
ing them up, set to work to improve them 
by selection of the type desired, and at the 
same time to retain ali their good qualities. 

In this they were successful, the dark 
color on the noses disappeared, the horns 
ceased, in a great measure, to grow up- 
wards and backwards, and asarule curled 
around by the side of the face, without ris- 
ing above the head or inclining backwards. 
Tneir fore quarters became heavier and 
thicker through, the good qualities of both 
mutton and wool were preserved, as well as 
those noted characteristics of fecundity, 
hardiness, and early maturity. 

The first notable improver of Dorset 
Horns was Richard Seymour, of Bradpole, 
near Bridport, who succeeded so well that 
he had without question the best flock of 
Dorset Horns at that time. Others followed 
his example, and still further improved the 
siz2 and symmetry of theirsheep. Amongst 
these may be mentioned the names of Mat- 
thew Paull, John Pope, John Pittifield, John 
Roper, John Davy, Norris Roper, Thomas 
Chick, William Wray, Robert Russey, and 
many others in West Dorset. The names of 
Danger of Huntsfill, and Culverwell of 
Clossey, in the Bridgewater district, Bridge 
of Henley, and Salter of Combe, in the 
Crewkerne district of Somerset, are still re- 
membered. 

These men all helped materially in their 
generation to improve the breed by selling 
rams to other breeders, and it is probable 
that almost every flock of the present line 
has ied more or less from some, or 
perhaps all, of those mentioned. 

Since their time the work of improvement 
has been carried on by their sons and suc- 
cessors, and also by many others who have 
taken up the one By their good judg- 
ment in selecting the best rams to breed 
from, combined with general management 
and liberal feeding, the breed has been 
brought to its present state. Amongst these 
the name of the late Alfred Pitfield of Eype 
was undoubtedly at one time the owner of 
the premium flock of Dorsets in existence, 
and was invincible in the show yards. Ed- 
ward Legg of Combe Down, who owns & 
very weil established flock, showed some 
very remarkably good sheep at the Bath 
and West show some few since. 
Henry Mayo of Froner, and J Mayo of 
Upwey, in the Dorchester district, have also 
been successful in the show The

Corn, the Silo and Silage. 
By TuHos. SHaw, 








This desire is manifest in the large 0 
of inquiries which reach us from time to 
time on the various aspects of the question, 


CROPS FOR THE SILO. 
1. In this country, beyond all doubt, 
corn is pre-eminently the crop for the silo. 
2. Nearly all kinds of other fodder crops 
can be cured so readily.as to make it at 
question as to whether the 
making them into silage should 


me general. 

3. Green rye and red clover should prob- 
ably form exceptions to the general state- 
ment in paragraph 2. 

4. Good rye silage was made at this sta- 
tion in 1891 by cutting the rye at the blos- 
soming stage, tramping it down firmly in 
the silo, and weighting it to some extent. 

5. In feeding rye silage, some form of 
covering is requisite to prevent it from dry- 
ing too rapidly on the surface. 

VARIETIES OF CORN. 


6. In choosing varieties of corn, the aim 
should be to secure the largest amount of 
stock and grain consistent with that ma- 
turity which is necessary to ensure preser- 
vation. 

7. It is impossible to name varieties that 
will give equally good results over all por- 
tions of the Province. 

8. For the past three years, at this sta- 
tion we have obtained satisfactory results 
with Compton’s Early and King Philip of 
the early varieties; Leaming Dent and 
Wisconsin Yellow Dent of the medium ma- 
turing kinds; and Chester County Mam- 
moth and Sheep’s Tooth of the later va- 
rieties. 

9. Of the other varieties that have done 
well here, and also in other sections of the 
province, we may name the Mammoth 
Cuban, Thoroughbred White Flint, the 
Mammoth Southern Sweet, Pride of the 
North, and Smut Nose. 

THE SEED. 

10. As the power of germination in the 
seed of corn is easily destroyed, care should 
be taken to secure that which may im- 
plicitly be relied on to start well under 
average conditions. 

11. ‘The purchase of seed should recieve 
attention sufficiently early to enable the 


grower to test its germinating power some i 


time before it is wanted for use. 

12. The most satisfactory way of test- 
ing seed isto plant a number of grains 
chosen promiscously in a box of average 
soil which is kept warm and moist. 

13. The character of the germination is 
more important than the ability to germi- 


14. As only the most perfect ears should 
be chosen in selecting seed corn, and as it 
must be thoroughly ripened before it can 
be relied on to grow, it is only in limited 
sections of the province that it will be 
worth while for farmers to raise their own 
seed from any but early varieties, but on 
the other hand there are some sections 
where the growing of seed might assume 
the dimensions of an industry in itself. 

THE SOIL. 

15. Corn prefers a deep, rich, warm, dry, 
mellow soil, but will grow well in any 
ordinary soil. 

16. Its favorite soils are rich loams, 
sandy or gravelly in texture. 

17. Though not so well adapted to stiff 
clays, fairly good crops may be grown 
on them, providing a good vigorous ger- 
mination can be secured. 

18. Ascorn is a cleaning crop, it may 
with advantage be grown on fields that 
have become foul with weeds. 

19. It will usually do well on clover sod, 
and the sod of old pastures, but in the lat- 
ter instance there is some danger of dis- 
turbance to the crop from the ravages of 
the cutworm. 

PREPARATION OF THE SOIL. 

20. The mode of preparing the land for 
corn will*vary with the place given to it in 
the rotation. 

21. When it follows a grain crop, the 
land should be at once gang ploughed, and 
harrowed or — ‘ore =. —_ 
deep ploughing late in autumn to 2 
destrection of weeds.

49. For drawing the corn to the silo, any 
form of old truck with a flat rack upon it 
will answer well. 

50. In our experience, good results have 


attended dra on long, low platforms, 
made of two polls of scantling, with head 
jeces and boards nailed across them, the 


P 
whole being suspended to the front and hind 
axles of the wagon. 

FILLING THE SILO. 

51. It is not considered profitable to cure 
corn in the silo without first running it 
through a cutting-box. 

52. The cutting-box should be strong, 
and of sufficient capacity to take the corn 
as fast as it is brought from the field. 

53. Carriers are attached to the cutting- 
box to carry the corn into the silo to. any 
desired height or distance. 

54. Our practice aims at cutting the corn 
into lengths of three-fourths of an inch, and 
the resuits are satisfactory. 

55. It is elaimed that the short lengths 
pack more closely in the silo, are more 
easily handled, have less tendency to make 
sore the mouths of the stock, and are eaten 
more cleanly. 

56. When the corn falls from the carriers 
into the center of the silo, or of one com- 
partment of it, it is more easily spread and 
intermixed. 

57. Mixing the heavier portions from the 
center with the lighter portions towards the 
sides equalizes the feeding quality of the 
silage, and preserves an equilibrium of 
moisture. 

58. When the corn is kept well spread, 
that amount of tamping around the edges 
and in the corners is sufficient which se- 
cures even settling. 

59. It is now pretty well decided that fill- 
ing may be rapid and continuous, or peri- 
odic, as may be convenient. 

60. Our experience favors rapid filling, 
since it is economical! of labor. 

61. Of the several methods adopted in 
covering the silo, no one has proved uni- 
formly and completely satisfactory. 

62. It ig at least questionable if there is 
economy in using any kind of covering, all 
things considered, as the silo when left in 
this condition soon coats over witha white 
mould several inches thick, and so forms 
its own covering. 

63. The waste in such instances has va- 
ried from 6 to 12 inches. 

64. A favorite covering with many is old 
fence corner hay cut and wilted, as it lies 
compactly when put on in this way. 

THE SILO. 

65. In locating the silo, it is usual for 
those who have bank barns to utilize a por- 
tion of the basement along with a corre- 
sponding portion of the mow overhead. 

66. Where the silo is erected outside or in 
the stables or barn, it should always be on 
the same plane with the live stock, and as 
near as possible to the central point of feed> 


ng. 

67. The size of the silo will depend upon 
the wants of the stock, present or prospec- 
tive, which are to be fed upon it. 

68. A cubic foot of silage weighs about 
45 lbs.,and we have found that a mature 
cattle beast requires about the same quan- 
tity per day, when some other food ad- 
juncts as hay or straw are given. 

69. Although it is usual to build silos 
rectangular in shape, there are some impor- 
tant advantages in having them square. 

70. In deep silos, the silage settles more 
compactly, has less waste relatively on the 
top, holds more because of greater com- 
pression, and is economical of roofing. 

71. All things considered, the wood silos 
with tar paper between the two linings has 
given the best satisfaction. 

72. It is probable that in the near future 
silos built of boiler iron, and cylindrical in 
form, will be used to some extent; and 
viewed from the standpoint of durability, 
they should prove a success. 

73. The foundation walls should be stone, 
and the wood sills which rest upon them 
should be firmly held in place by iron rods 
and bolts, coming up through at least a por- 
tion of the space. 

74. The size of the sills and studs more 
commonly used is 2x10 inches, and the dis- 
tance apart should vary from 12 to 16 inch- 
es, as the silo is deep or otherwise. 

75. The studs should be carefully bridged, 
= should have double tenants at both 
ends. 

76. There should bea girt for receiving 
the studs every 8, 10 or 12 feet, according 
to the height of the silo. 

77. The plates may be of the same size 
as the girts. 

78. The sheathing may consist of inch 
lumber jointed and nailed horizontally on 
the studding. 

79. Inside the lining sheets of tar paper 
are tacked up and down to assist in exclud- 


80. Over the tar paper another thickness 
of inch boards, tongued and grooved and 
planed on the inside, is nailed so as to 
break the joints. 

81. All thing considered, lining the silo 
on the inside with such substances as pe- 
troleum, paint, pitch and coal tar does not 
seem to be of any adequate advantage. 

82. When the silo forms apart of the 
barn or stable, there does not seem to be 
any necessity for sheathing on the outside 
of the studs. 

83. Where the silo is large, it may be nec- 
essary to put in one or more partitions, 
temporary or permanent. 

84. When the walls of the silo are high. 
advantage may be taken of the presence of 
the permanent partitions to stre 
them by running iron rods through the par- 
— and within it, from side to side of the 

0. 

85. The partitions, when permanent, may 
consist of two tiers of inch boards with tar 
paper ®etween, or of 2x4 or 2x6 inch scant- 
ling placed flatwise on top of one another, 
and nailed firmly together. 

86. When the partitions are not perma- 
nent, they may consist of two-inch planks, 
kept In position at the ends with cleats. 

87. The corners of the silo should have 
a board or plank 8 to 10 inches wide, and 
bevelled at the edges, fitted into them, and 
the air space behind filled with some sub- 
stance, as sawdust.

closing days of June, or in tne beginning 
of July,) after the lot is cleared of hay, 
take the team which has done the mowing 
and plow, while the dew is on the grass; 
then scrape up what manure can be easily 
taken, haul it upon the plowed piece, give 
a good harrowing, then sow to an approved 
variety of turnip seed. Be careful not to 
get the seed too thick; rake in and spread 
on what ashes you have at the house. 
When the turnips have come up, go over 
the ground with a hoe and thin out. That 
is all that is to be done until harvest time. 
The pastures will get short in the autumn; 
any coarse fodder with a mess of turnips, 
given to cows, will keep them in good con- 
dition and make them hold out in milkk—the 
balance of the crop (of turnips) to be 
athered and fed out in the first of winter. 
rom four to six hundred bushels of such 
feed Can be raised with very little expense. 
Scatter upon the patch a little grass seed, 
and you will get from it twice the amount 
of hay than on same amount of land adjoin- 


ing. 

“F notice inthe Farmer (issue of March 
24th last) an article of 8. ‘I’. Floyd, which 
conveyed the idea that the hardest season 
of the whole year for dairy cows is covered 
by September and October. It goes on to 
say that if cows shrink in milk or flesh, it 
is difficult to get them back. As a remedy, 
I would advise that a piece of land be 
plowed at the same time and put in same 
condition as for turnips, and that it be 
sown to Hungarian (grass) millet. It will 
have plenty of time to grow, so as to 
ready to cut (begin to be cut) by the first 
of September, since if put in early it will 
give two crops per season, in case it is noi 
all used for green fodder the residue can be 
made into hay. It is a good crop to be 
raised for feeding of hens. 

There are hundreds of acres of grass 
land in Maine which are cat for hay that 
don’t yield 500 pounds to the acre. What 
shall be done? Certainly there is no pay iv 
working land in this way. I would plow 
it in June or July; turn under the smal. 
amount of grass, make up a little manure 
or purchase @ little phosphate and spreac 
on; after harrowing, cover with a coat ol 
ashes that can be procured easily the last o1 
August or first of September; sow t 
winter rye and seed to grass, using a gooc 
proportion of clover. Rye is worth much 
more than corn per bushel as feed for any 
and all our domestic animals, also the ma- 
nure from it is richer than that from corn 
The straw, if taken care of, is nearly a: 
valuable as well cured English hay to ship 
to Boston or Portiand. Ina neighborhooa 
the producers could club together in send- 
ing acarload. The next season the land 
so workea would give from 1}, to 2 tons of 
good hay per acre, in place of the one-fourth 
ton of poor hay before cultivated. Thus 
would be saved thousands of dollars that 
gO west to pay for corn. 

One other waste—many hundreds of dol- 
lars leave the State for the purchase of 
fruit trees, mostly apple trees. Large pro- 
portions of these trees fail to pay the buyer 
one cent upon the dollar expended. Lots 
of them are worthless when they arrive; 
many are set in grass fields and no care 
taken of them. Another mistake is that 
the planter often selects land which is finest 
for other cultivation, free from rocks, fre- 
quently low intervale, while he has high 
rolling grounds, or hills, prolific of stones, 
but much better for orchards. There is no 
State in the union the apples of which sell 
as do those of the pine-bedecked sister. 

Thousands of dollars are lost by waste of 
apples. By many they are gathered and 
thrown into heaps of mingled sound and 
decayed, no effort seeming to be made to 
prevent bruising, and so rot quicker. 
Then, thousands of bushels of windfalls rot 
on the ground, the apple moth goes out into 
the earth for the winter, sure to be resur- 
rected in the following spring to do their 
4 mischief. If sheep or hogs are not turned 
into the orchard, every windfall should be 
gathered and fed to pigs, horses or cattle. 
A bushel of them is worth more for this 
purpose than a bushel of potatoes. They 
are excellent for cows in milk, but judg- 
ment should be used in dealing them out, a 
few ata time, andripe. Sweet apples make 
fine pork. Some experimenters say that 
the tar: ones are good, but are better cooked 
and mixed with other kinds of food. 

The farmers of Maine should not be dis- 
couraged because of large crops raised the 
past season, but should take good care of 
their orchards, for it is not likely that such 
an abundance will come again in twenty

“‘No foot, no horse,” is a stale truism, but 
just as important to-day as ever it was. 
Time cannot be more profitably spent than 
in watching and caring for the horses’ feet. 
Even when in the pasture horses should be 
taken up every six weeks or so and the 
hoofs trimmed and leveled if needed. Long 
toes make weak tendons and poor pasterns, 
and when the hoof is too long it dries up, 
contracts and narrows at the heel, laying 
the foundation for future trouble. hen 
thrush is discovered do not delay an hour, 
or you may have to wait a year for a 
natural foot again. The —- of 
thrush in the foot, as that wretched disease 
proceeds to ruin the member, is very slow 
and insidious, and nothing short of the most 
versistent care and scrupulous cleanliness 
will suffice to eradicate it. A great many 
things will cure the lighter grades of thrush, 
the following being good combinations: 
1, Cleanliness and salt applied twice a day; 
2, cleanliness and calomel, the latter dusted 
into the affected spaces twice a day; 3, 
cleanliness and a six per cent. solution of 
chloride of zinc, the latter put in small 
quantities into the affected spaces of the 
foot twice aday. The last described treat- 
ment will, if persevered in, cure nearly 
every case of thrush, even that which is 
severe.

If you want your hens to lay next winter 
hatch them now. ‘The winter laying hens 
as a rule, are those that have matured, be- 
ginning to lay in the fall and continuing to 
do so through the winter. It is agreat ad- 
vantage to hatch them early, and the first 
thing to do is to hatch out as many pullets 
as may be needed for next year during this 
month, selling ths cockerels as soon as they 
are old enough. After doing so, send to 
market all the chickens hatched after hav- 
ing secured all the early hatched pullets 
you need. 





In the erection of fow!]-houses (more es- 
pecially where it is intended to raise early 
chickens therein) too much care cannot be 
taken as respects the situation and aspect 
these building are to occupy upon the poul- 
tryman’s premises. If they can be so 
placed, the north and westerly angles 
should, for preference, be cut from a sharp, 
sloping bank or mound, to form one or two 
sides. Or these two walls, which are 
mostly — to the severest cold, should 
be banked up with earth, three, four or six 
feet high there. In either case the north- 
erly and westerly winds, which prevail in 
our Northern and Western States, are thus 
shut off in cold weather to admirable ad- 
vantage. 





Don’t start out this year with the idea 
that a warm, sunny, exposed spot is the 
proper place for the poultry yard, for no 
greater blunder was ever made. Build 
some inexpensive summer houses out in 
the rough pasture, among the scrubby 
growth, or in the orchard, and there house 
the birds.

Old Dresses. 


I will tell you how [ renovated an old _ 
dress. lt was made with a plain basque 
and trimmed skirt, and after I had worn it 
for over a year as one of my best dresses, it 
began to look faded and show signs of wear. 
So I ripped it apart and brushed it well, and 
turned it wrong side out and made a skirt, 
plain in front and the sides, and full back 
drapery. Enough of the skirt was left to 
make another waist. The dress was green, 
and | added a black V-shaped front, black 
collar and cuffs. 

Then I bad a dress which did service for 
a term of school, and | thought it was sure- 
ly ready for the rag-bag. But I fang 
a package or two of dark brown dye, and 
after ripping and washing it dyed ita dark 
brown. Of course | could not use the black 
trimming, so I got one and a ba'f yards of 
small striped goods, brown and gold stripes. 
I put a strip several inches wide around the 
skirt to make i: long enough, as it had 
shrunk in dyeing. The upper part of the 
sleeves was of the striped, as was the waist 
front from the under-arm seam to within 
about two inches of the middle of the front, 
and extending from the belt to just above 
the darts. The rest of the front was filled 
in with pleats of the plain brown. After 
adding a collar and belt of the striped ma- 
terial, I had a dress which would do service 
for another term of school, and that, with 
little trouble and expense. 

I think there is no excuse for girls goin, 
shabbily dressed, when with the asistance 
fashion plates, dye, and a little patience and 
ingenuity, an old, faded dress can be trans- 
formed into one which resembles and does 
nearly as much service as a new one. A 
dressmaker will cut a pattern which will 
exactly fit you, fora small amount. Every 
girl should learn enough about dressmak- 
ing to make her own clothes, at least the 
common everyday dresses. Then she can 
have as much more to spend for the mate- 
rial as it costs to get them made. Old 
linings can be used, if washed and starched 
very stiff and carefully pressed. It is best 
to face it up on the wrong side for a few 
inches with ducking or crinoline, so that 
the skirt will hang smooth and straight. It 
is best to use new waist lining. The waist 
will set better than if old is used.
